Levittowner Escapes Ax Slashing

A Levittown Army m ajor es­ 
caped the slashing ax of a de­ 
ranged m an yesterday by the sim ­ 
ple chance happening of not w ear­ 
ing his uniform . 
M ajor C harles E. Goodale. 37, 
of 5 Downhill Road, Levittown, 
said this m orning that som e days 
he w ears the uniform and som e 
days he does not. 
“ Thank God yesterday was one 
of the days I didn’t,” the m ajor 
said.

M ajor Jam es L. Higgins, 40, of 
Haddon Township, N .J., w as in

caped mental patient bludgeoned

The assailant was identified as 
F ran k Heckel, Jr., 40, w’ho was 
m issing from B yberry State Hos­ 
pital since last W ednesday. 
He 
said he cut down M ajor Riggins 
because “ I’ve been fighting the 
Army for y e ars.” 
The Levittown m ajor gave this 


description of 
the fast 
moving 
events. 
“ M ajor 
Riggins 
and 
myself 
started out for lunch about 11:45. 
We eat lunch together alm ost ev­ 
ery afternoon. M ajor Riggins was 
in uniform . I was not. 


“ We crossed Rittenhou.se Square 
on our way to lunch at the Alpha 
Club about a qu arter of a mile 
aw ay. The rest is hazy because 
everything happened so fast.” 


M ajor Goodale said the deranged 
m an apparently ran up behind the 
two officers. He swung the ax 
once and m issed, then swung it 
rapidly again and struck Major 
Riggins in the left side of the 


head. He swung the weapon again 
as the stricken m an fell. 
M ajor Goodale then grabbed for 
the assailant and grabbed for the 
ax. 


Heckel broke from his grasp and 
pulled a knilc from his jacket He 
plunged the six inch knife into hi 
own abdom en, slabbing him self 
twice. 


Crowds had gathered by then 
and police arrived quickly on the 
scene. 
M ajor Riggins was rushed to 
G raduate Hospital. H 
underw ent 
em ergency surgery last night. Doc­ 
tors said he m ay In* crippled for 
life even if he recover . 


Heckel was treated at Pennsyl­ 
vania Hospital then sent back to 
Bybcrry. Police expressed concern 
over the m any inm ates apparent­ 
ly “ walking aw ay” from B yberry 
regularly, m any with crim inal ten­ 
dencies such as Heckel. 


Heckel was originally com m it­ 
ted to B ybcrry last M arch after he 
walked into FBI headquarters to 
■ reveal a bizarre plot to kill a p ret­ 
ty com m ercial 
artist 
and then 
leave a riying statem ent to Red 
Chinese w arlords “ because capi­ 
talist doctors will not cure m e.” 
L ast W ednesday night, Heckel 
told police, he walked out of Ry-
